He had
not recognized anyone for several
months, Itisa sad thing to see a
man who was as useful and influs
ential as was Judge Chorch in the
condition bhe was in, He leaves a
wife, one son, Harry Church, liviog
in California, and two danghters, Mrs,
Bertha Winters of Idabo, and Mrs.
1da Good of Peru, to mourn his loss.
